The greatest source of sup- 
ply is the west and Maine, Tennesee, 
Virginia, the Carolinas and Georgia. All 
the hard pine has to corna from 
southern states 


All grades of hard wood are obtained 


with considerable difficulty 
now. Clap- 


boards are scarce and manufacturers are 
asking a big advance for any kiud of 
clapboards. Dimension timber .is get 
ting to be a very source article.

The U. S. S. Resolute, now lying a 


the navy yard, is the steamer which, ai 
the Yorktown of the Dominion line, ran 
into and sank the Portsmouth-bull 
schooner Grace K. Green, Dec 15, 189C 


The Green was »t the time of the dit 


aster owned by Portsmouth parties 
was in command of Capt. Charles W 
Frisbee of Kittery Point, and was on 
her way from Philadelphia to N 
Haven with a cargo of 60S tons of coal 
valued at $1900. 


Tha Green was in distress, and sig 


nailed the Yorktown. for a tow. In the 
attempt of the steamer to come to her 
assistance, she crashed into the Green. 
Four of the crew of ths schooner jump- 
ed aboard the steamer. A fifth, in mak* 
ing the attempt, had his logs jammed, 
and has since died The remainder, in- 
cluding Capt Frisbee, were taken off in 
boats. 


The vessel was a total loss. The vessel 


was valued at $12.000, and partly insur- 
ed. She was built in FernakVs ship- 
yard at Frep.maa's Point.

Or take up with blottiiiu paper, wash 
well iu sweet or sour milk, then cover 
with white corn meal and leave twelve 
hours. For dry ink stains, souk iu 
milk, aud repeat the above several 
times. 


To make a serviceable covering for a 


dining-room or kitchen floor, nail, 
wrousr side up an old Brussels carpet 
to the floor of the attic or outbuilding, 
then paint with a thick coat of linseed 
oil nnd burn umber. When thorough- 
ly dry, sive a coat of good varnish. 
Let it lie ten or twelve days. It 
should bo tacked to the floor loosely, 
?is it shrinks some during the process. 
Clean the same as oilcloth. 


To brighten gilt picture frames aud 


ornaments, to a pint and a half of 
water add sufficient flower of sulphur 
to sive :i golden tinge: in this boil four 
or live bruised onions. Strain, and 
when cold apply with a soft brush. 
Prepared gilding, carefully 
applied, 


will 
restore 
tamished 
gilding. If 


broken or defaced, fill with putty be- 
fore gilding. 


A paint that dries quickly, for'floors, 


Is made by dissolving with heat three 
ounces of glue iu threu quarts of 
water. Stir well remove from the fire 
and beat in three pounds of yellow 
ochre. With a new whitewash bmsh 
apply a thick coat. When dry, apply 
a coat of boiled linseed oil. To oil a 
new hardwood floor, mix thoroughly 
four quarts of raw linseed, two quarts 
of turpentine and one pint of best 
Japan varnish. 


A novice can paint a window sash 


nearly as well as :t professional by us- 
ing a piece of tin the size of a pane 
with a handle. Wipe off any adhering 
paint with a cloth moistened with 
kerosene. To imitate frost glass put 
some putty iu cheese cloth and twi^t 
the- ends to form a pad. then with it 
pal the gla.^s until well covered with a 
milky white stain. When 
perfectly 


dr> give a coat of good varnish. 


Wash grained and varnished wood- 


work with cold tea. If the least bit 
of soap is necessary to remove finger 
marks around door knobs, or to clean 
window sills, rinse immediately in 
clear water. Soapy water irretrieva- 
bly injures graining. In cleaning base 
boards a short handled mop will do 
excellent service and save great fati- 
gue. It is also useful in washing the 
tops of doors that otherwise cannot 
be reached without a chair or step- 
ladder 


To wash a pillow or bolster, double 


a sheet and «ew side and ends togeth- 
er, leaving an opening on one end a 
little more than the width of the pil- 
low. Open pillow, sew the two togeth- 
er and shake feathers into the sheet. 
Wash thoroughly in soapsuds, rinse, 
wring with machine and dry in the 
sunshine, shaking often to lighten the 
feathers 
Before returning the feath- 


ers to the tick, coat the inside of it 
with thick flour paste and let dry; or, 
what is better, rub the surface of the 
tick with melted beeswax, so the fluff 
and feathers will not work through. 


Do not wrap sUver or plated ware 


not in daily use in flannel; it contains 
sulphur, which ib likely to tarnish it. 
Wrap in blue tissue paper, then in un- 
bleached canton flannel, and enclose in 
heavy wrapping paper to exclude the 
air as much as possible. 
To polish 


silver that has become badly tarnished 
moisten a soft cloth in sweet oil: then 
with any tested polishing powder ruh 
the silver until the spots have disap- 
peared. 
Then rub with chamois skin 


aud the powder, and finish polishing 
with a clean piece of chamois. 


Try a mixture of benzine and pow- 


dered borax to remove iron rust from 
white cloth: for mildew, an application 
of -\\bite chalk and borax. 
All fruit, 


tea aud coffee stains are more easily 
removed b> dissolving a little borax in 
the 
boiling water that 
is poured 


through 'hem. Wheu upholstered fur- 
niture is infested with moths sprinkle 
it \\ith powdered borax dusting it well 
into the crevices. To clean woodwork 
add a tablespoonfnl to a pint of ^hot 
water and use a flannel cloth. A nice 
lather for cleaning light woolens is 
made by adding about a tablespoouful 
of the powder to a gallon of water. 


For si/ing to be used on whitewash- 


ed walls before papering, dissolve half 
a pound of glue in a little hot water, 
then pour it into u pailful of boiling 
hot water, stirring carefully until well 
mixed. Apply hot nnd let dry a few 
hours before applying the paper. Take 
great care to cover every part of the 
wall. Note that the part near the Ceil- 
ing and baseboard is not overlooked,

bpaugua, island of Mindanao, which has 
been besieged by the insurgents. Ad- 
miral Dewey will dispatch a warship, 
and General Otis will send a detachment 
of military to the rescue of the Span- 
iards. 


There will probably be a fight before 


the American mission is accomplished. 


The place is one of great strategic im- 


portance, being the capital of the island 
p.f Mindanao, the second largest in the 
Philippine group and a good seaport. The 
town is easily defensible with a small ar- 
tiliary force. 
The fact that the insur- 


gents are in possession of rapid-fire guns 
makes the situation at Zamboauganiore 
eerious, but it is not bftlieved here that 
they have a large supply of the ammuni- 
tion necessary to operate the weapons, 
which will consequently soon become 
useless to them. 


Through unofficial agents, the govern- 


ment here has been quietly making in- 
vestigation into the state of affairs in 
the Sulu group, just to the south of the 
Visajas islands, with a view to determin- 
ing whether by good management the in- 
habitants cannot be brought into allegi- 
ance to the United States, without insur- 
rection. 


The natives are generally Mohamme- 


dans, and owe allegiance to a Sultan, 
whom the Spaniards have never been 
able to bring into more than nominal 
•ubmission. He maintains a harem and 
lives in state, and it is probable that an 
annuity will have to be provided for him 
out of the revenues of the islands after 
the United States takes possession. 


A GEORGIA SHOOTING MATCH.

Tales From the Klondike Are Outdone 


by Miners at Cape Nome. 


Tacoma. Wash., May 15.—John Lack- 


strom and F. W. Randelin are the first 
men to arirve from St. Michaels since the 
wonderful gold strike at Cape Nome, be- 
tween Norton bay and Behring straits, 
on the American mainland. They bring 
the full details of the strike that set St. 
Michaels wild, and will cause several 
steamers to make directly for Cape 
Nome as soon as the ice leaves Norton's 
sound. 


They brin? interesting letters, from 


which the following sentences on the 
richness of the country are taken:"Twice 
ajj big as. Klondike.'' "T\\ o hundred dol- 
lars a. day without sluice boxes, and we 
could double it with them." 


One miner ended an order for $80,000 


worth of supplies with this statement: 
"Before you can get the stuff here I will 
have more tluxn enough money to pay 
your bill." 


''I have got a little lumber." writes 


another, "and have put up a store and 
dwelling. 1 will give these away by the 
time the first boat gets in, as I will have 
more gold than I know what to do with. 
Three men using rocker and one shovel- 
Ing took out $163 in one day. 
Six men 


with two rockers took $620 out of Anvil 
and Snow creeks in five hours." 


There seems to be no doubt of the re- 


ality of the strike and its richness. Every 
detail has been well confirmed. Two 
clerks of the North American Transpor- 
tation and Trading company, who has- 
tened over from St. Michael in October, 
washed out $6000 in 90 days. Numerous 
creeks pay $13 to $220 daily per man. 
Many do not wash dirt, but simply pick 
up nuggets in "sacks. All boats tied up 
at St. Michaels have been deserted by 
their crews. 


Other strikes are reported 25 miles 


north of Cape Nome. 
Gold is found 


from grass roots down, and the bed- 
rock is but six feet from the surface. 
The country is very cold in winter. There 
is absolutely no timber \\ ood for fire or 
mining purposes, and it must be hauled 
from drift that gathers on the shores 
of Behring sea. 


These strikes are causing great ex- 


citement on Puget sound. Hundreds of 
miners xvill leave for Cape Nome in June 
and July. 


ADDING TO ITS PLANT.

tional Steel company, which has two fur- 
naces and two steel mills at Mingo Junc- 
tion, has bought 110 acres of land ad- 
joining its property, at that place.

After he has 
been bamboozled a few times he be- 
comes suspicious even of those who 
are honest and able to furnish him 
receptacles which will give protection 
against the ingenious burglar who lias 
been so much in evidence lately. 


"For instance, when a banker, after 


such investigation, does finally pay a 
good price for a first-class safe, and 
begins to rest easy, along comes a new 
schemer, who is after his dollars, and 
assures him that his safe is absolutely 
worthless; that any 
burglar can, by 


the use of the electric current, burn 
a hole aay desired size, into his safe 
in a few minutes and easily extract its 
contents. 
But if the banker will buy 


an electric alarm system, which, this 
ready exaggerator has to sell, then any 
old box can be made burglar-proof. No 
safe has ever yet been robbed by the 
use of the electric current. It is posi- 
tively impracticable for such a trick to 
be performed, and has been proven so 
upon at least two occasions by electri- 
cal experts. While it is true that any 
metal can be pierced or melted rapidly 
with electricity under certain favora- 
ble conditions, yet it is impossible for 
a bank burglar to secure -the required 
facilities. 


"The method "by which some bankers 


have been scared into purchasing elec- 
tric alarm systems—which sound gongs 
in the streets, oftpn give false alarms, 
and can be defeated—is a 'fake' pure 
and simple. Some bankers have been 
eye-witnesses in Chicago to the pro- 
cess of burning holes into bank safes. 
This work is done in a basement.. In 
one room the banker sees a positive 
electric 
wire attached 
to a 
carbon 


clamped to a stick, a negative.wire at- 
tached to the safe, s sheet-iron box lin- 
ed with asbestos with a hole in th£ 
center, fastened to the safe, a switch-'1 
board, and he sees tbe metal melt, but 
he does not see, located 
in another 


room great resistance coils immersed 
in an immense trough of running water 
and various other hidden paraphernal- 
ia. If the investigator were allowed to 
see the whole outfit be would not wor- 
ry one moment about having his safe 
robbed by electricity. 


"The best protection is a watch sys- 


tem conducted by reliable men. Ful- 
ly one-half of the so-called burglar- 
proof devices are fa-.es, and made only 
to >ell."
